APPEARANCE 


When  it  comes  to  personal  appearance,  people  have  always  used  clothes, 
jewelry,  and  makeup  to  improve  the  way  they  look. 

African  tribal  people  use  body  paint,  Egyptian  women  and  men  used  elaborate 
eye  makeup,  Victorian  people  relied  on  elegant  fashionable  clothing;  whatever 
the  period  in  history,  whatever  the  standard  of  style,  people  have  shared  a 
common  desire  to  enhance  their  physical  appearance.

COMMUNITY 


As  a tourist  visiting  the  sites  of  ancient  Greece,  you  stand  within  the  Acropolis 
gazing  up  at  the  temple  called  the  Parthenon  (erected  448-432  B.C.  by  Ictinus 
and  Callicrates).  You  marvel  at  its  beauty,  symmetry,  art,  and  organization. 
You  are  experiencing  the  eternal  search  for  artifacts  to  enhance  a community.

Architecture  protects  you  from  the  elements  of  nature  and  also  serves  the 
community  with  public  structures  such  as  schools,  libraries,  government 
buildings,  and  factories.  Like  the  Parthenon,  some  buildings  today  are  adorned 
with  artworks  for  enhancement  and  public  viewing. 

In  this  section,  you  will  examine  how  communities  erect  and  organize  their 
cities/towns  with  buildings  and  community  artworks. 

After  completing  this  section,  you  should  be  able  to 

• recognize  that  architecture  serves  the  needs  and  interests  of 
communities 

• understand  that  public  artworks  complement  architecture  and  the 
community 

• appreciate  architectural  designs  as  enhancing  the  community 


• explain  urban  planning  and  redevelopment  as  serving  a community 
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Can  you  remember  the  place  in  which  you  grew  up?  Do  you  remember  the  locations  of  the  stores, 
government  offices,  factories,  and  homes?  Was  your  home  located  together  with  others  away  from 
commercial  buildings?  If  this  was  the  plan,  then  you  could  say  you  lived  in  the  “suburbs”  and  you 
would  go  shopping  “downtown,”  couldn’t  you?  This  is  the  plan  of  most  cities. 

Cities  have  expanded  over  the  past  century.  After  World  War  II,  shopping  centres  emerged  to  serve 
the  needs  of  the  community.  Many  people  moved  out  of  the  city  as  it  grew.  As  a result,  you  could 
see  a deterioration  within  the  inner  city.  Buildings  were  abandoned  and  disused. 

Communities  began  to  realize  the  historical  value  of  old  buildings.  Laws  have  been  enacted  in  some 
provinces  to  preserve  these  links  with  the  past.  What  do  you  think  happened  to  these  derelict 
buildings  within  the  city  core? 

Redevelopment  was  the  answer!  Architects  and  urban  planners  gave  new  life  to  the  inner  city  by 
converting  these  buildings  into  tourist  attractions,  apartments,  boutiques,  and  trendy  restaurants. 

Architects,  urban  planners,  and  highway  engineers  are  still  striving  to  create  new  concepts  to 
enhance  communities.  The  Calgary  Project  15  provides  connecting  bridges  to  buildings  in  the 
downtown  core.  Montreal  provides  an  underground  system  of  walkways  and  subways  to  shield 
shoppers  from  the  harsh  winters.  These  are  only  two  systems  which  help  to  enhance  a community.

If  you  have  ever  hiked  into  the  wilderness,  you  know  that  you  must  make 
careful  plans  about  what  to  take  to  make  your  trip  comfortable.  You  take 
certain  objects  and  tools  that  you  will  need  for  comfort  and  survival,  but  these 
things  are  few.  When  you  return  from  your  trip,  many  objects  in  your  everyday 
life  are  appreciated  more  than  before  because  you  were  forced  to  live  without 
them. 

Make  a mental  list  of  the  objects  you  would  miss  most  if  you  were  required  to 
spend  a long  time  in  the  woods  or  on  a desert  island.  Chances  are  good  that 
you  chose  some  objects  because  they  made  your  life  more  comfortable  and 
visually  interesting.  These  are  the  designed  objects  that  enhance  homes  and 
environments,  and  many  artistic  decisions  are  made  about  how  they  will  look, 
feel,  work,  and  endure. 


The  objects  you  need  are  designed  by  industrial  designers,  interior  designers, 
engineers,  and  architects  - people  who  specialize  in  the  planning  of  tools  and 
spaces  for  living.  The  built  and  manufactured  objects  you  buy  and  use 
everyday  don’t  always  seem  like  artworks,  but  when  you  choose  a certain 
model  of  car,  type  of  chair,  or  style  of  teapot,  you  are  choosing  something  for 
how  it  serves  your  needs  and  also  for  how  it  looks  - how  it  appeals  to  many  of 
your  senses.

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Look  around  your  home  and  study  space.  You  are  surrounded  by  objects  that  are  specially  made  to 
serve  certain  purposes.  Many  of  them  are  also  made  to  be  visually  interesting.  Artistry  is  also 
involved  when  communities,  parks,  buildings,  and  yards  are  planned.  Human  beings  tend  to  change 
the  environment  to  suit  their  needs,  to  make  it  possible  for  them  to  have  shelter  and  privacy,  to  move 
easily  from  place  to  place,  and  to  meet  together  in  groups.  For  all  of  these  needs  and  wants, 
designers  provide  solutions.  Homes,  freeways,  schools,  offices,  and  arenas  are  useful  and 
interesting  to  look  at  and  to  be  in  because  a designer  was  involved  in  their  planning. 

Artists/designers  sometimes  do  things  deliberately  to  call  attention  to  everyday  objects  or  the 
environment.

The  technology  of  the  last  twenty  years  has  allowed  artists  to  create  environmental  art;  ambitious 
projects  created  to  alter,  but  at  the  same  time  fit  into  the  surrounding  landscape. 

Bulgarian-born  artist  Christo  is  an  environmental  artist.  In  1971-72,  Christo  executed  his  Valley 
Curtain,  a four  ton  bright  orange  plastic  curtain,  measuring  at  its  highest  point  365  feet  (1 1 1 .25  m)  in 
height  and  spanning  1 250  feet  (384  m)  in  length.

4.  Simplicity  highlights  elegance.  There  are  no  shapes,  lines,  or  patterns  to  distract  from  the  figure 
of  the  woman.  The  easy  pose  is  relaxed  and  graceful. 

5.  The  woman  in  the  advertisement  has  longer  body  proportions,  is  more  angular,  and  is  thinner. 
Her  head  is  tilted  back  creating  more  sensual  appeal.  Her  right  hand  is  turned  outward,  resting 
on  the  chair,  making  the  connection.  The  light  shape  of  face  and  shoulders  is  not  broken  by 
dress  straps.
